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PREFACE 



The Inventory of the Ch urch Arch ives of Georgia ; Georgia Baptist 
Convention, Atlanta Association of Baptist Churches, is one of a nation- 
wide series of inventories of denominational archives being compiled and 
published by the Historical Records Survey Projects of the Work Projects 
Administration. This inventory has been undertaken as a service to the 
clergy and officers of religious bodies and also for the student of so- 
cial and religious history and the laymen interested in the growth and 
development of religious bodies in this country. 

The Survey is engaged in the preparation of inventories of, and bi- 
bliographical guides to source materials hitherto inaccessible to re- 
search workers. The Survey program in Georgia, as throughout the nation 
includes an inventory of State, County, municipal, and church archives, 
of American imprints, and of manuscript depositories. 

The work of the church records unit represents an important phase 
of the survey for it is through this inventory that many unknown and un- 
usual religious records of interest to historians and genealogists will 
be located. The records of individual churches are being inventoried 
and these inventories will be grouped and published by denomination. 

The Atlanta Association of Baptist Churches is one of eighty-six 
district associations holding membership in the Georgia Baptist State 
Convention, an affiliate of the Southern Baptist Convention. 

Preparation of this volume would not have been possible without the 
cooperation received from the officers and clergy of the Atlanta Associa- 
tion of Baptist Churches. The Rev. Ellis A. Fuller, pastor, First Bap- 
tist Church; Rev. Louie D. Newton, pastor, Druid Kills Baptist Church; 
Dr. James W. Merritt, Executive Secretary-Treasurer, the Executive Com- 
mittee, Georgia Baptist Convention; and Dr. 0.

EXPLANATORY NOTES 



1. The information appearing in this publication has been obtained 
chiefly by Survey workers through personal interviews with pastors 
and church clerks. It has been supplemented when possible by re- 
search in available printed and manuscript sources. Computations of 
memberships, Sunday School enrollment, and property valuation have 
been obtained from 1940 Minutes of the Georgia Baptist Convention 
and the Atlanta Association of Baptist Churches. 

2. Full names of persons mentioned in this inventory have been given 
where this information was available. 

3. Gaps in the records listed for some churches are due either to the 
fact that they were not kept, were destroyed, or were simply not 
found after a careful search by workers. 

4. All addresses are in Atlanta unless otherwise indicated. 

5. The individual entries for the Atlanta Association churches are in- 
dicated by Arabic numerals, while the entries for the Baptist bodies 
and agencies are lettered. 

6. Citations to sources for the history of a church or institution are 
given before the listing of the records. All printed sources and 
records are underlined; those not underlined arc manuscript.

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KIOKEE BAPTIST CHURCH. COLUMBIA COUNTY. GEORGIA 

This was the first Baptist church organized in Georgia. It was founded in 
1772 by the Reverend Daniel Marshall. The original house of worship was re- 
placed by the building shown above which has been standing since the earli- 
est years of the nineteenth century. Regular services were discontinued in this 
church about 1880 but services of commemoration are still held here annually. 



THE EARLY GEORGIA BAPTISTS 



Georgia is principally an agricultural State, and a great many of 
the churches in the State are located in rural areas. The largest de- 
nomination in membership and in the number of individual churches is 
that part of the Baptist faith commonly known as "Baptist" or "Mission- 
ary Baptist." 1 The white membership of the Baptist denomination in 
Georgia exceeds 500,000 and is said to be larger than the membership of 
that denomination in any country in the world other than the United 
States . z 

It is not definitely known whether there were Baptists among the 
first white settlers who arrived with General James Oglethorpe in 1733. 
However, Baptists are known to have been in tho colony of Georgia within 
a few years after that date. In 1737 a grand jury of 44 men brought 
charges against the Reverend John Wesley, then stationed at Savannah. 
Of this grand jury, according to Wesley, "one was a Frenchman who did 
not understand English, one a Papist, one a professed infidel, three Bap- 
tists, sixteen or seventeen other dissenters...." 3 One of the charges 
brought against Wesley was his "refusal to read the Burial service over 
the body of Nathaniel Polhill," probably because of Polhill' s Baptist 
beliefs. 4 Conspicuous among the early Baptists in Georgia were the de- 
scendants of Nathaniel Polhill and of John and William Dunham. 5 

The first minister of the Baptist faith definitely known to have 
served in the colony of Georgia was Nicholas Bedgewood, who came to 
Savannah in 1751 as the agent of the Reverend George Whitefield at the 
Bethesda Orphan House. In 1757 Bedgewood united with the Baptist church 
at Charleston, South Carolina, and 2 years later was ordained to the 
ministry. He baptized a number of the officers and inmates of the or- 
phanage, prominent among whom was Benjamin Stirk. 6 

In 1767 Stirk removed to Newington, north of Savannah, where he be- 
gan to preach and establish places of worship not only in his own home 
but in the surrounding country. At a small settlement called Tuckaseek- 
ing, about 40 miles above Savannah, Stirk found a few Baptists. It was 
probably here that the first regular services of the Baptist church were

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held in the colony. However, since the small band at Tuckaseeking had 
no regular ordained minister, the body was made an arm of the Euhaw Bap- 
tist Church in South Carolina. After the death of the Reverend Mr. 
St irk, the newly-ordained Reverend Edmund Botsford was invited to preach 
at Tuckaseeking in 1771. Here he remained for a year, but did not con- 
fine his missionary activities to Tuckaseeking alone. - 1 

The main influx of Baptists into Georgia was a part of the great 
westward migration which began before the American Revolution and gained 
mementum afterwards. The upland regions of the State was settled by im- 
migrants principally from South Carolina, North Carolina, and Virginia. 
Most of them entered Georgia at Augusta, and hence it was in the country 
northwest of that city that the Baptist faith found a fertile field 
among the rural folk of the newly settled country. 

Among the immigrants who came to Georgia from other colonies was 
Daniel Marshall. A native of Connecticut ard a Presbyterian in religion, 
Marshall had preached to the Mohawk Indians, and later removed to Win- 
chester, Virginia, where he became a convert to the Baptist faith at 49 
years of age. He removed to North Carolina and became pastor of a 
flourishing congregation. From there he went to South Carolina, and, 
finally, in 1771 settled on Kiokee Creek in what is now Columbia County, 
Georgia. A year later, in the spring of 1772, Kiokee Church, the first 
Baptist church in Georgia, was constituted, Daniel Marshall becoming its 
first pastor. e 

In 1789 the church was incorporated by the General Assembly of 
Georgia as "The Anabaptist Church on the Kioka," of which Abraham Mar- 
shall, William Willingbam, Edmund Cartledge, John Landers, James Simms, 
Joseph Ray, and Lewis Gardner were appointed trustees. 3 During the 
108 years of its existence, Kiokee Church had only five pastors, the 
first three of whom were Daniel, Abraham, and Jabez Pleiades Marshall, 
father, son, and grandson. In 1808 a brick church was built 3 or 4 
miles north of the town of Appling replacing the original wooden build- 
ing. This building stands today, but it is not used except for annual 
memorial services. 4

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The early Baptist ministers in Georgia carried on their labors un- 
der trying conditions. The Church of England was the established re- 
ligion in the colony, and on one occasion Daniel Marshall himself was 
hailed into court at Augusta and tried on the charges of preaching in 
the Parish of St. Paul. 1 In spite of the disapproval of the colonial 
officials and the adverse conditions during the American Revolution, the 
Baptist faith grew steadily in Georgia. In November 1773 the Reverend 
Edmund Botsford with the assistance of Oliver Hart and Francis Pelot, 
ministers from South Carolina, founded the second Baptist church in 
Georgia. Located on the Savannah River about 25 miles below Augusta, 
this church was first known as New Savannah. Later the name was changed 
to Botsford in honor of its founder, and after the Revolution the church 
was moved 8 or 10 miles to its present location. e 

Red's Creek (now Abilene) Church was constituted in 1774 by the 
Reverend Loveless Savage, assisted by Daniel Marshall. This was the 
third Baptist church formed in Georgia, and was located about 8 miles 
northwest of Augusta, in what is now Columbia County. 3 During the turmoil 
of the Revolution, two Baptist churches were constituted in the State, 
Little Brier Creek in Burke County in 1777 and Fishing Creek in Wilkes 
County in 1782. * In 1784, a year after the close of hostilities, an- 
other Baptist church was founded at Upton's Creek in Wilkes County. The 
name was later changed to Greenwood Church. 5 By 1794 there were 53 Bap- 
tist churches in the State, with about 4,500 members. 6 

In the fall of 1784 the Georgia Baptist Association was formed at 
Kiokee Church. Only five churches were represented at first, but within 
10 years the association numbered 56 churches, 4 of which were in South 
Carolina. 7 In September 1795 some 22 churches withdrew from the Geor- 
gia Association and formed the Hephzibah Association. 8 Eight other 
churches received letters of dismissal from the Georgia Association in 
1798 and in May of the following year formed the Sarepta Association at 
Shoal Creek meetinghouse in Franklin County. The first session of the 
new Association was held in the same year at Van's Creek meetinghouse in 
Elbert County. 9 Thus by the end of the eighteenth century, the Baptist

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denomination had formed three associations, the Georgia, the Hephzibah 
and the Sarepta, within the State, which at that time was open to set- 
tlement only between the Oconee and Savannah Rivers. To the west of ths 
Oconee lay the lands still held by the Cherokee and the Creek Indians. 

No general union existed at the turn of the century among the Bap- 
tists of Georgia to carry forward common aims and to settle common 
problems. Largely through the efforts of Jesse Mercer and William Ra- 
bun (later Governor of the State), a meeting of Baptist ministers was 
called to meet at Powelton, in Hancock County, on May 1, 1301. This was 
the first of what is known as the Powelton Conferences, the others tak- 
ing place in 1802 and 1803. At the first meeting the principal objects 
discussed vrere the formation of a missionary society to support mission- 
aries among the Creek Indians and the encouragement of itinerant preach- 
ing throughout the State. x 

At the second conference at Powelton, in 1802, a committee composed 
of Joseph Baker, Jesse Mercer, and Henry Ho 1 combe reported that they be- 
lieved the Baptists of Georgia needed "a stricter and more intimate union 
among themselves, in order the most effectually to concentrate their 
powers for any particular purpose...." They recommended that "a General 
Committee of Georgia Baptists, 11 composed of three delegates elected from 
each of the associations, meet annually "with liberty to confer and cor- 
respond with individuals and societies of other denominations, for the 
laudable purpose of strengthening and contracting the bonds of a general 
union, on the principles of eternal truth...," 2 The itinerant preaching 
encouraged by the first and second Powelton conferences resulted in the 
baptism of hundreds of converts, particularly through the labors of Jesse 
Mercer. During 1802 more than seven hundred converts were added in the 
Georgia Association and more than a thousand in the Sarepta. When the 
third conference began at Powelton late in April 1803, twenty-four or- 
dained Baptist ministers were present, as well as a large number of 
laymen. The plan proposed in 1802 for a General Committee was approved 
by the Georgia Association and by the Savannah Association, the latter a 
new body formed in 1802 by the church at Newington and the white and 
colored congregations in Savannah. On April 30, 1803, a committee of 12 
was chosen composed of Francis Ross, John Ross, Miller Bledsoe, William 
Green, Henry Holcombe, Abraham Marshall, James Matthews, Jesse Mercer, 
Robert McGinty, Edmund Talbot, and Sanders Walker. Abraham Marshall was 
elected chairman, and Henry Holcombe, secretary. 3 

The committee was made permanent and a second meeting was called to 
take place at Kiokee on May 4, 1804. The formation of the committee

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"might be called the first regularly appointed Baptist Convention ever 
held in Georgia." Two of the four associations sent delegates and min- 
isters from all associations were present. A circular address was de- 
livered by the committee to the Baptist associations and the ministers 
of all Christian denominations. At the second meeting, in 1804, at 
Kiokee, two Episcopal and two Methodist ministers were present and were 
invited to take seats. However, the committee noted "that no official 
attention had been paid to their circular address on Christian Union ." 1 

The General Committee made an effort to establish an English school 
among the Creek Indians and to found a literary institution to be called 
The Baptist College of Georgia. On account of some objections, the name 
was changed to Mt. Enon College. However, the legislature refused to 
incorporate a Baptist college, but in 1807 it did incorporate Mt. Enon 
Academy. The school opened in the same year and lasted for several years 
thereafter, finally closing for want of funds. This was the first real 
effort of the Baptists of Georgia to establish a college, although sev- 
eral schools were operated by prominent Baptists, notably Salem Academy 
opened in 1793 by Silas Mercer at his residence 9 miles South of Wash- 
ington. The General Committee of Georgia Baptists, the forerunner of 
the Baptist Convention of the State of Georgia, became little more than 
a board of trustees for Mt. Enon Academy and ceased to exist in 1810. s 

As more land was ceded to Georgia by the Indians, settlers moved 
west and new Baptist congregations were constituted. In 1810 the Geor- 
gia Association dismissed 20 of its churches to form the Ocmulgee Asso- 
ciation, the fifth association in the State. In November of that year 
the Ocmulgee Association was organized at Rooty Creek meetinghouse, 8 
miles from Eatonton, by the union of 24 churches. 3 

The Savannah Association, originally formed in April 1802, changed 
its name in 1806 to the Savannah River ; because most of its churches 
were in South Carolina. In 1817 this association decided to divide. 
The South Carolina churches retained the name and records of the Savan- 
nah River Association, while the Georgia churches formed the Sunbury 
Association at Sunbury, Georgia, holding its first session at that place 
in Novomber 1818. 4 

The churches along the Georgia coast led in the beginning of mis- 
sionary activity among the Georgia Baptists. The Reverend Henry Hol- 
combe advocated missions in his bi-monthly Georgia Analytical Repository,

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published at Savannah in 1802 and 1803, the first periodical published 
in Georgia and one of the earliest Baptist journals in the United 
States. 1 At the meeting of the Savannah River Association in 1813 the 
subject of domestic and foreign missionaries was stimulated by the pres- 
ence of Luther Rice, one of the first Baptist missionaries in foreign 
lands, who had just returned from Calcutta. A committee, called the 
"General Committee of the Savannah River Association for the encourage- 
ment of itinerant and missionary efforts," was formed with headquarters 
at Savannah. This was the first associational organization in Georgia 
for missionary purposes. In the same year (1813) the Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society was formed in Savannah whose officers were identical 
with those of the General Committee of the Savannah River Association. 
This society adopted a constitution and issued a circular letter to the 
other associations which led to the formation of similar missionary 
societies during 1815 and 1816 in tho Georgia, Ocmulgee, Hephzibah, and 
Sarepta Associations. 2 

The missionary spirit became strongly developed in Georgia, and the 
need for some central organization through which all the associations 
might cooperate in their aid to foreign missions led to the formation of 
the General Association or, as it was later called, The Baptist Conven- 
tion of the State of Georgia. New associations were constantly being 
formed. In March 1814 Ebenezer Association, the sixth formed in the 
State, was constituted at Cool Springs meetinghouse in Wilkinson County 
by 14 churches dismissed from the Hephzibah and Ocmulgee Associations 
In 1817 the Tugalo and Piedmont Associations were organized. The 
churches forming the Tugalo came for the most part from the Sarepta, but 
some of the constituent churches were in South Carolina. The Piedmont was 
an. anti-mission association from its organization. 3 

Of particular interest to Georgia Baptists was mission xvork among 
the Creek Indians. The Mission Board of the Georgia Association reason- 
ed in 1818 that if the Indians "had been taught to cheat , steal , lie 
and swear , by men called Christians, does it. not prove they can be... 
taught the fear of God, the sin and Saviour of man, and, also, to 
pray." 4 The Ocmulgee Association took" the lead in engaging in the 
work of "Indian Reform" among the Creeks, and in 1819 sent the Reverend 
Francis Flournoy as its agent to visit the Creek Nation and to select 
a site for a school. The Georgia and Ebenezer Associations endorsed 
the plan of the Ocmulgee, and the three associations formed a Board of

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Managers, Finally, by 1823 a mission-school was put in operation at 
Withington Station in the heart of the Creek Nation, about 30 miles south 
of what is now Montgomery, Alabama. 1 

At a meeting of the Sarepta Association at Van's Greek in October 
1820 the Reverend Adiel Sherwood, then a young man recently settled in 
Georgia, introduced a resolution which passed suggesting to the various 
associations in the State "the propriety of organizing a general meet- 
ing of correspondence." In 1821 the Ocmulgee Association heartily con- 
curred with the resolution of the Sarepta and appointed Robert McGinty, 
John M» Gray, and Cyrus White as delegates. The Georgia Association not 
only endorsed the resolution but also called a meeting on the Thursday 
before the fifth Sunday of June 1822 at Powelton and appointed Jesse 
Mercer, William T» Brantly, Winder Hilman, James Armstrong, and Jabez 
P. Marshall delegates to the meeting. All of the other associations 
either disregarded or postponed action on the meeting, and strangely the 
Sarepta Association when it considered its own resolution in 1821 con- 
cluded: "We do not conceive that there is a necessity for such a meet- 
ing . " s 

On June 27, 1822, the proposed meeting began at Powelton Baptist 
Church with only two associations, the Georgia and Ocmulgee, represent- 
ed. However, the convention invited ministers and laymen to take part 
in the deliberations, among whom was Adiel Sherwood. On the following 
day a constitution for The General Baptist Association of the State of 
Georgia was presented, and, after a discussion which lasted into the 
following day, was adopted on June 29. Jesse Mercer was elected moder- 
ator, and Jabez P. Marshall, clerk. 3 

Thus was formed what is now the Baptist Convention for the State of 
Georgia. The Georgia and Ocmulgee Associations were the only constitu* 
ent members of the General Association at its first two sessions. The 
Sarepta Association was friendly with the central body and sent corres- 
ponding messengers to its sessions, but did not become a constituent 
member until 1826. When the question of the General Association was 
brought up at the meeting of the Ebenezer Association in 1823, the reso- 
lution was ordered " throw n under t he table ." The Hephzibah Association 
also very decidedly rejected a connection with the new body. However, 
the Sunbury Association decided to become a constituent member in 1823 
and sent delegates to the third annual convention at Eatonton in 1824. 
Disappointed in the lack of encouragement given by some associations, 
the General Association amended its constitution in 1826 to allow the

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formation and admission of auxiliary societies by separate churches 
within the non-cooperating associations. Many such societies became 
members of the Baptist Convention, as the General Association was called 
after 1827. 1 

In 1824 two new associations of Baptists were formed in Georgia, 
the Ye Hot; River and the Flint River Associations. The formation of 
these associations brought the total number up to ten. In the same year, 
the. ten associations had a total of 260 churches, 110 ordained minis- 
ters, 25 licentiates, and a total membership of 18,484. In the number 
of churches the Ocmulgee Association led with 42, while the Sunbury As- 
sociation led in membership with 5,257 members. e 

The years between 1824 and 1835 saw a remarkable growth of the Bap- 
tists in Georgia. In July 1827 a religious revival began in Eatonton, 
Georgia, with a sermon by Rev. Adiel Sherwood. Revivals spread through- 
out the State and added thousands of converts to the Baptist faith. 
Within two years about 16,000 were added to the denomination by the 
zealous efforts of the ministers. Sherwood himself preached 333 sermons 
in 30 counties during 1828. Closely connected with the religious awaken- 
ing was the formation of various benevolent societies. The first temp- 
erance society in the State was formed at a union meeting of the Baptist 
Church at Eatonton in July 1827, and a year later the State temperance 
society was formed at Monticello at the close of the session of the Geor- 
gia Baptist Convention. Interest in missions, in Sabbath schools, and 
in societies for the distribution of Bibles was aroused. During the 
decade ending in 1835 the Baptists in Georgia had more than doubled in 
membership, in churches, in ministers, and in associations, the greatest 
gains being made between the years 1827 and 1831. 3 

Prominent among the renewed activities of the Baptists of the State 
was the promotion of education. At the meeting of the Georgia Baptist 
Convention in 1829 at Milledgeville, it was announced that Josiah Pen- 
field, of Savannah, had left a sum of $2,500 at his death for an educa- 
tional fund, provided that an equal amount was raised by the convention 
for the same purpose. The additional sum was subscribed within 15 min- 
utes, and the beginning was made toward Baptist aid to education. In 
1831 the Reverend Adiol Sherwood, who was himself, in addition to his 
duties as a minister, the principal of an academy at Eatonton, introduced 
a resolution which was adopted by the convention calling for the estab- 
lishment of "a classical and theological school, which shall unite

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agricultural labor with study»..," In 1832 the Executive Committee was 
instructed to purchase a site for the proposed school about 7 miles north 
of Greensboro and to put the school in operation by January 1833. The 
committee bought 450 acres of land from James Redd for $1,450, engaged 
Rev. Billington M. Sanders as principal, and opened the school with 30 
students at the appointed time. The school was named Mercer Institute 
in honor of Jesse Mercer, and the village which grew up around the school 
was called Penfield in memory of Josiah Penfield whose legacy enabled tte 
establishment of the institution. x 

Desiring a school of college rank, Jesse Mercer began the work in 
1835 of raising money for an institution chartered as The Southern Bap- 
tist College to be located at Washington, Georgia, the home of Mercer - 
By 1837 the sum of $100,000 had been subscribed, but on account of the 
widespread financial panic of that year the plan had to be abandoned. 
It was suggested that Mercer Institute be changed to a university and the 
funds raised for the projected college transferred to it.- The Executive 
Committee took the matter in hand, and in December 1837 the General As- 
sembly of Georgia chartered Mercer University* 2 - During the ante-bellum 
period the Baptists maintained, besides Mercer University and a school 
for young women at Penfield, schools and colleges in all sections of the 
State, notably at Madison, LaGrange, Perry, Rome, Cuthbert, Columbus, 
Cave Spring, Cassville, Cedartown, Griffin, and Forsyth. 5 

The religious revival, the interest in benevolent societies, and 
the promotion of education^ all had their effects in the history of 
Georgia Baptists, some of which Were not favorable. From the time of 
the earliest Baptist missionary and educational efforts, there was a 
strong opposition against the support of missions and educational in- 
stitutions among the Baptists of Georgia. The independent spirit ,• a 
particularly noticeable characteristic of Georgia Baptists, rendered 
futile the attempts at union in 1804 by the General Committee . The op- 
position to the Georgia Baptist Convention and the suspicion of its power 
and intentions has been noted* Many associations were reluctant to be- 
come constituent members of the convention on account of the division of 
opinion among the individual churches. When the Hephzibah Association 
would not become completely anti-missionary, a clique composed of chur- 
ches mostly in Bullock, Washington, and Emanuel Counties seceded in B28 
without securing letters of dismissal and formed Canoochee Baptist Con- 
ference (late Association)whose constitution stated that the association 
"shall not engage in, nor in any wise encourage, any religious specula- 
tion, oalled the missionary." 4

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The opposition to missions, education, and what were called "the 
benevolent institutions of the day" culminated in a general division of 
the Baptists of Georgia in 1837. The Ocmulgee Association withdrew from 
the State Convention in 1830 and in 1837 made a declaration of non-fel- 
lowship with those Baptists favoring benevolent enterprises. The years 
between 1830 and 1837 were ones of great confusion. Associations were 
split in two and new ones formed either favoring or opposing missions 
and education. The division between the Missionary Baptists and the 
Bard-Shell or Primitive Baptists no doubt caused a temporary retardation 
in the progress of the denomination in Georgia. Although the breach has 
never been completely healed, the regular Baptists or Missionary Baptists 
came to vastly outnumber those who opposed missionary activities as un- 
scriptural. 1 

The year 1845 was an important one in the history of the Baptists 
of the Southern States, particularly those of Georgia. In that year the 
Executive Committee of the Georgia Baptist Convention applied to the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society at Boston for the appointment of 
the Reverend James E. Reeves as a missionary within the limits of the 
Tallapoosa Association. The American Baptist Home Mission Board declin- 
ed to receive the application on the grounds that, since Reeves was a 
slaveholder, his appointment might be interpreted as a sanction of slav- 
ery by the board. The Executive Committee ordered the treasurer of the 
convention not to pay any money on hand to the Mission Board until fur- 
ther instructions and issued an address to the Baptists of the United 
States giving an account of the action of tho board. 2 

At its meeting in Forsyth in 1845 the Baptist Statd Convention dis- 
approved the action of the Baptist Home Mission Society, approved that 
of the Executive Committee, and instructed the latter to pay over mis- 
sion funds of the convention to the Southern Baptist Domestic Mission 
Board at Marion, Alabama. In the meantime the differences between the 
Northern and Southern Baptists on the question of slaveholders as mis- 
sionaries came to a head with the assembling of 310 delegates from the 
Southern States at Augusta on May 8, 1845. In the Baptist church at 
that place the delegates decided to withdraw from the General Conven- 
tion on account of that convention's board's refusal to appoint slave- 
holders as missionaries. Tho Southern Baptist Convention was formed and 
two boards were appointed, one for foreign missions at Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, and the other for home missions at Marion, Alabama. The Southern 
Baptist Convention was incorporated by tho General Assembly of Georgia 
in December 1845. Thus the Baptists of Georgia who had in some way been 
represented in tho old Triennial Convention from its formation in 1814

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severed their connection with their Northern brethren in 1845. The 
Georgia Baptist Convention, while deeply regretting "the necessity of 
separating from our Northern brethren", heartily endorsed the formation 
of the Southern Baptist Convention and became auxiliary to the conven- 
tion. x 

The organ of the Georgia Baptists since 1833 has been the Chris- 
tian Index. In that year Jesse Mercer bought and removed the paper from 
Philadelphia to Washington, Georgia, where he edited it with the assist- 
ance of Rev. William H. Stokes. Mercer donated the Index to the Georgia 
Baptist Convention in 1840, and the paper was removed to Penfield, the 
home of Mercer University. In 1856 the Index was again removed, this 
time to Macon. The convention sold the paper in 1861 to Samuel Boykin, 
at that time the editor. In November 1865 Boykin sold the Index to 
J. J. Toon, of Atlanta, proprietor of the Franklin Printing House, who 
in turn sold it to the firm of James P. Harrison and Company. 2 The Bap- 
tist organ passed through several ownerships until it finally came again 
into the hands of the Baptist Convention of Georgia in 1919. It is still 
owned by the Convention. 

By no means were all the Baptists of Georgia during the ante-bellum 
period united in the Baptist Convention of Georgia. Many controversies 
of the day kept some of the associations from becoming constituent mem- 
bers. In 1854 a new convention was formed in the State. In November of 
that year delegates from the Middle Cherokee and Coosa Associations met at 
Cassville to form an organization to take charge of the Cherokee Baptist 
College at Cassville. On November 24 the Constitution of the Cherokee 
Baptist Convention was adopted, the principal objects of which were to 
establish and promote institutions of learning and to "foster and cher- 
ish the spirit of missions...." The convention took over the supervi- 
sion of Woodland College for young women at Cedartown in 1856, and just 
before the outbreak of the Civil War the convention appointed a mission- 
ary to work among the Cherokee Indians. In 1859 the convention began 
publication at Rome of a weekly called the Landmark Banner and Cherokee 
Bapti st , which was later removed to Atlanta. At the beginning of the 
Civil War the Cherokee Convention was composed of tho Coosa, Middle 
Cherokee, Tallapoosa, and Noonday Associations. The convention was ac- 
tive until the Stato was invaded by the Federal forces under General 
Sherman, who burned, among other things, the Cherokee Baptist College. 3 

The sectional controversy which culminated with the secession of 
the Southern States from the Union and tho formation of the Confederate

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States of America in 1861 profoundly affected the Baptist denomination. 
On April 27, 1861, the Georgia Baptist Convention approved the formation 
of the Confederate government, and declared that "in whatever conflict 
the madness of Mr. Lincoln and his government may force upon us, the 
Baptists of Georgia will not be behind any class of our fellow citizens 
in maintaining the independence of the South by any sacrifice of treas- 
ure or of blood." In May 1861 the Southern Baptist Convention met in 
Savannah and adopted a series of resolutions in relation to the politi- 
cal conflict. The convention declared, in the spirit of 1776, that when 
a government became oppressive the people had the right to change it, 
and that "impartial history cannot charge upon the South the dissolution 
of the Union." Another resolution approved of the formation of the Con- 
federate States of America, and assured the President, the Cabinet, and 
the members of the Confederate Congress "of our sympathy and entire con- 
fidence." In view of "the lawless reign of terror at the Worth, the 
violence committed upon unoffending citizens, above all, tho threats to 
wage upon the South a warfare of savage barbarity, to devastate our 
homes and hearths with hosts of ruffians and felons, burning with lust 
and rapine," the convention recommended that the churches of the Baptist 
denomination in the South, "observe the first and second days of June, 
as dc?.ys of humiliation, fasting, and prayer to Almighty God, that He may 
avert any calamities due to our sins as a people.... nl 

The Cherokee Baptist Contention not only endorsed the views of the 
Georgia and Southern Baptist Conventions but also issued "as just and 
true" a series of "facts and opinions", economic and political in their 
nature. The contest between the North and South, declared the conven- 
tion, "is one of right and wrong, in which the Worth claims the right... 
to tax the South at pleasure and against its will, to sell us what they 
make at their own prices, denying us the right to buy elsewhere, at 
cheaper rates. This takes from us... the profits of our labor to aid 
their private enterprises, and enable their capitalists to employ their 
labor and make good their profits." Connected with this the Worth also 
claimed the power "to dictate bo the South what kind of labor it shall 
use, and where it should be employed, restricting us in the use of our 
property, rendering it unprofitable and valueless, and denying to us 
equal rights in a common territory...." In short, "Northern capital, 
combined with hired labor, impelled by a spirit of fanaticism, has con- 
trolled the majority interest, has perverted the Constitution, and es- 
tablished at Washington a government of practically unlimited power." 
The people of the South had "resisted in the only peaceable and rightful 
way known" to them, and formed a new government by adopting "the Consti- 
tution of our fathers with all its good features, reforming its de- 
fects." 8

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During the war the Southern Baptists discontinued all foreign and 
Indian mission work, although the Georgia Baptists continued to contri- 
bute to those objects. Hundreds of Georgia Baptist ministers labored as 
missionaries, evangelists, and chaplains among the armies of the Confed- 
eracy, many of whom donated their services while others wore employed by 
the various mission boards and associations of the State. The opposi- 
tion of the Baptist denomination to government patronage was evinced at 
the meeting of the Georgia Baptist Convention in Atlanta in 1864. Gov- 
ernor Joseph E. Brown offered a. resolution which was adopted calling 
upon President Davis to discharge from the army any ordained minister 
whose services were desired by any regiment or church. The convention 
disapproved "of the principle of appointing chaplains for the army, to 
be paid out of the public treasury", and pledged the denomination's 
support of Baptist ministers acting as missionaries in the army. Of the 
$130,000 contributed for army missions by the Domestic Board of the 
Southern Baptist Convention from April 1863 to April 1864, the Baptists 
of Georgia contributed $50,000. x 

At the end of the war the Baptist churches were in a state of de- 
moralization. The minutes of the State Convention and the various asso- 
ciations frequently complained of the general state of morals, of "too 
much intemperanco, profanity, neglect of our church duties, heresies, 
dissensions and general unchristian conduct...." To counteract the in- 
fluences of the day the Georgia Baptist Convention passed a resolution 
in 1866 declaring "its entire disapprobation of church members dancing, 
playing cards, even for amusement, visiting theatres and circuses and 
drinking spirituous liquors as a beverage." Regular services in a great 
many Baptist churches were disrupted. In 1869 a report was made to the 
State Convention which said that there was not a regularly supported 
Baptist minister in the region north and east of Athons. In northwest 
Georgia the Cherokee Convention was dissolved and the scarcity of min- 
isters was marked. In middle Georgia conditions were also bad, and along 
the coast many churches had been burned and quite a number of congre- 
gations dissolved. However, one good result of the war was tho removal 
of those controversies which had marred the unity of the Baptist denomi- 
nation in the State during the ante-bellum period. The Baptists of the 
South were more united than they had been previously. But unity between 
Northern and Southern Baptists was not in sight. The Georgia Association 
declared in 1865 that "from all we can learn of the light in which North- 
ern and Southern Baptists look upon each other, any attempt on their part 
or ours, towards united effort, at this time, would be productive of 
trouble and confusion, and not of good." 2 

The large number of Negroes who wore freed at the close of the war

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and most of whom had formerly been members of white churches, formed 
colored congregations of their own. Colored associations were formed 
throughout Georgia, and a Negro Baptist convention was formed to estab- 
lish churches and Sunday schools and promote theological education. With 
Northern help, a Negro seminary was established in Augusta in 1865 which 
was some years later transferred to Atlanta. 1 

The period since the Civil War and reconstruction has witnessed the 
steady progress of the Baptist denomination in the State. By 1880 the 
number of members of the Baptist faith had doubled the number in I860. 2 
In 1940 Georgia had a population of 3, 123, 723. 3 More than a third of 
the entire population of the State embrace the Missionary Baptist faith. 
There are 96 white Missionary Baptist associations in the State, of which 
86 are members of the Baptist Convention of Georgia. The 96 white as- 
sociations have a total of 2,624 churches and more than 535,000 members. 4 
In addition the number of Negro churches, associations, and members of 
the Missionary Baptists exceed those of the white Baptists. 5 

The Baptists have since the beginning of Georgia played a conspicu- 
ous part in the history of the colony and State. From a few scattered 
groups in the colony they have grown until today they outnumber every 
other religious denomination in the State. At times during the history 
of the Baptist denomination it had beon split by controversies, but from 
all temporary setbacks it only emerged stronger than ever. 

From its experience with an established church under British rule, 
the Baptists have ever stood on the principle of the complete separation 
of Church and State. The records of the denomination in Georgia abound 
with instances of fidelity to the principles of religious liberty and the 
rights of conscience. Shortly after its organization, the Georgia Asso- 
ciation issued a remonstrance against an act of the General Assembly 
passed in 1785 which set up a method of paying ministers from tax funds. 
Although the Baptists may have been able under the act to choose minis- 
ters of their denomination in each county and have them supported by the 
State, they stood on the principle that "churches are voluntary socie- 
ties", and their opposition to the act of 1785 resulted in its repeal 
in the fall of that year. G Baptists wero instrumental in removing an

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objectionable feature of the State's first Constitution, that of 1777, 
which excluded ministers from seats in the legislature. Later they op- 
posed a law of the State which made it unlawful for any church, society, 
or other body to license Negro slaves or free Negroes to preach, reserv- 
ing that right for certain county officials. 1 Thus, though numerically 
superior, the Baptists have stood throughout their history in Georgia for 
religious liberty and freedom from governmental interference.

A. SOUTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION, 1845—, Executive Committee, 
161 Eighth Avenue, North, Nashville, Tennessee. 

The General Missionary (Triennial) Convention of the Baptist Denom- 
ination in the United States of America for Foreign Missions served as 
the National convention of the Missionary Baptist churches of America 
from 1814 to 1845. In spite of the gathering abolition storm, the ques- 
tion of slavery was successfully avoided by the convention until 1844 
when the board of managers of the convention voted not to send as a for- 
eign missionary any person who owned or held an interest in slaves. The 
Home Mission Society concurred in this view and urged that separate mis- 
sionary organizations he formed in the South and the North. Protests of 
Southern groups, particularly the Alabama State Convention, resulted in 
a call by the Virginia Baptist Foreign Mission Society for a meeting at 
Augusta, Georgia. 

In the meetinghouse of the First Baptist Church of Augusta on May 
8, 1845, a group of more than three hundred messengers from Maryland, 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Kentucky, and the District of Columbia, gathered and formed the Southern 
Baptist Convention. The convention was organized "for the sake of peace 
and harmony, and in order to accomplish the greatest amount of good, and 
for the maintenance of those scriptural principles on which the General 
Missionary Convention of the Baptist Denomination in the United States 
was originally formed." The organisation in 1845 represented about 
350,000 Baptists, including about 100,000 slaves. 

Dr. William B. Johnson of South Carolina, parliamentary officer in 
the General Convention of America, was chosen president; Wilson Lumpkin, 
former Governor of Georgia, and Dr. James B. Taylor ; of Virginia, were 
elected vice-presidents; and Rev. Jesse Hartwell and Rev. James C. Crane 
were made secretaries. Dr. Johnson, Dr. Taylor , and Mr. Lumpkin, 
together with Rev. R. Boyte Crawford Howell, A. Dockery, "and others, 
either their associates or successors", were the incorporators of the 
convention by a special act of the Georgia General Assembly in 1845. 

To accomplish its task more effectively than could be done through 
individual effort, the convention found it necessary to maintain cer- 
tain agencies and institutions, as an aid in carrying out its mission- 
ary educational and benevolent work. Thus, seventeen agencies, commit- 
tees and institutions of the convention have been constituted: Foreign 
Mission Board, Richmond, Virginia; Home Mission Board, Atlanta; Woman's 
Missionary Union Executive Committee, Birmingham, Alabama; Sunday School 
Board, Nashville, Tennessee; Relief and Annuity Board, Dallas, Texas; 
Executive Committee of the Baptist Brotherhood, Knoxville, Tennessee; 
Executive Committee of the Southern Baptist Convention, Nashville; 
Educational, Hospital, Social Service, and Negro Theological Seminary 
Commissions; Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, and Woman's Mission- 
ary Union Training School, Louisville, Kentucky; Southwestern Baptist 
Theological Seminary and Training School, Seminary Hill, Texas; Baptist 
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Bible Institute, New Orleans, Louisiana; and American Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary, Nashville; and Southern Baptist Hospital, New Orleans. 

The convention acts in an advisory capacity in carrying out the en- 
tire program of Southern Baptists in cooperation with eighteen State 
conventions, having in 1939 a total constituency of 25,018 churches, 
22,493 ministers, 4,949,174 members and 23,008 church houses. The com- 
bined church property is valued at $214,724,695. Within the province of 
the Southern Baptist Convention are twenty hospitals with property val- 
uation of $11,974,183; eighteen orphanages with property valuation of 
$6,429,887; sixty-seven educational institutions with property valua- 
tion of $45,165,412; an endowment of $28,392,825; and an enrollment of 
34,462. A total of $37,136,531 was contributed for all causes in 1940. 
The activities of the convention embrace Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, 
District of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Mississippi, Missouri, New Mexico, North Carolina, Oklahoma, South Caro- 
lina, Southern Illinois, Texas, Virginia, and thirteen foreign countries. 

The Sixth World's Congress of the Baptist World Alliance was held 
in Atlanta July 22-28, 1939. This was the largest gathering of Baptists 
ever held. In addition to the 12,445 registered as full members, more 
than one hundred thousand persons participated at one time or another in 
the sessions. Approximately sixty thousand were present at one session 
held at the ponce de Leon baseball park. The presidential address, "The 
Baptist Message and Mission for the World Today", by Rev. George W. 
Truett, President of the Congress 1934—39, opened this session. Dr. J. 
H. Rushbrooke of London, England, was chosen as incoming President. 

The alliance is now in the thirty-sixth year of its life and activ- 
ity. This is the third World Congress it has convoked on this side of 
the Atlantic. One met in 1911 at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; another in 
1928 at Toronto, Canada; and the 1939 assembly, the first meeting within 
the area of the Southern Baptist Convention, in Atlanta. The records of 
the Baptist World Alliance are treated in detail in the I nventory of the 
Church Archives of the District of Columbia Baptist Convention , now in 
the process of publication. 

The present officers of the convention are: William Yfistar Hamil- 
ton, President, New Orleans; Francis Asbury Davis, First Vice-president, 
Baltimore, Maryland; William Cox Allen, Second Vice-president, Green- 
ville, South Carolina; Austin Crouch, Secretary Executive Committee, 
Nashville, Tennessee; Hight C. Moore, Senior Recording Secretary, Nash- 
ville; Joseph Henry Burnett, Junior Recording Secretary, Hendersonville, 
North Carolina; Walter M. Gilmore, Treasurer, Nashville. The executive 
committee was incorporated in Nashville in 1928.

B, GEORGIA BAPTIST CONVENTION, 1822—, (Executive Committee 
Headquarters), 22 Marietta Street Building, Atlanta. 

It was at a meeting of the Sarepta Association at Van's Creek 
Church, Ruckersville, in 1820 that a resolution was written by Adiel 
Sherwood and offered by Charles J. Jenkins which led to the organiza- 
tion of the General Georgia Baptist Association for the State of Geor- 
gia in 1822 at Powelton, Hancock County. Jesse Mercer became its first 
president. At their convention held in Monticello in 1828, the name of 
this body was changed to the Baptist Convention for the State of Georgia. 

The Georgia Baptist Convention is composed of messengers from reg- 
ular Baptist churches and associations (86 in number), and its consti- 
tution, adopted in 1919. provides that they shall meet at least once 
each year, the time and place to be selected by the convention or the 
e xe cut i ve c omm it t e e . 

The Georgia Convention in 1940 had 535,094 members, 2,554 churches, 
2,020 ministers, and a total property vacation of $19,127,585; three 
colleges and two academies with an enrollment of 1,622 students, and a 
property valuation of $2,750,000, namely: Mercer University, Macon; Bes- 
sie Tift College, Forsyth; Shorter College, Rome; Norman Junior College, 
Norman Park; and Brewbon Parker Junior College, Mount Vernon. Thoy also 
support an orphanage at Hapeville, valued at $.550,000, caring for 310 
children; and the Georgia Baptist Hospital at Atlanta, valued at $785,000, 
with a capacity of 184 beds. In 1940 the hospital cared for 7,354 pa- 
tients . 

The convention's constitution provides for a president, four vice- 
presidents, a secretary, and a treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot 
at each annual meeting. 

Present officers of the convention are* Ellis A. Fuller, Atlanta, 
President; M. S. Shivers, Eatonton, D. Maurice Smith, Jeffersonville, 
Grover F. Tyner. Augusta, Walter L, Moore, Cedartown, Vice-presidents; 
B. D. Ragsdale, Macon, Secretary; J. L. Clegg, Dalton, Assistant Secre- 
tary; Spenoer B. King, Blakely, Treasurer.

The Christian Index , edited and 
managed by 0. P. Gilbert, is the official organ and property of the con- 
vention. The following departments of work are maintained under the di- 
rection of the executive committee: Evangelism, W. H. Faust, Secretary; 
Sunday Schools, T. W. Tippett, Secretary; Baptist Training Union,. Gainer 
E. Bryan, Secretary; Student Work, D. B. Nicholson, Secretary.

The Baptists of America found that cooperative missionary work ne- 
cessitated a medium of communication. Accordingly, in 1821, the Trien- 
nial Convention, through its Board of Foreign Missions, founded The Co- 
lumbian Star , which was published in Washington, D. C. until 1827, at 
which time" it was removed to Philadelphia and edited by Rev. Dr. William 
T. Brantly, Sr., with the approval of the Board of Foreign Missions. 

Dr. Brantly had been associated with Rev. Henry Holcom.be in the 
Savannah River Association for many years. In the meantime, Rev. Dr. 
Hoi combo became pastor of the First Baptist Church of Philadelphia. At 
his request, made on his deathbed, Dr. Brantly became his successor and 
removed from Augusta, Georgia to Philadelphia in April 1826. In connec- 
tion with his duties as pastor of the First Church of Philadelphia, he 
assumed the editorship of The Columbian Star , in 1827. Dr. Brantly did 
not think the name, The Columbian Star , was appropriate for a religious 
journal, and accordingly changed its name to The Christian Index upon 
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becoming its editor. The paper used for its masthead, The Columbian Star 
and Christian Index , for several years. ~ 

Since Jesse Mercer was president of the Baptist Convention of the 
State of Georgia and an intimate friend and co-laborer of his, Dr. 
Brant ly suggested that The Christia n Index be removed from Philadelphia 
to some point in Georgia or South Carolina so as to serve the consti- 
tuency of these contiguous States. Therefore, in 1833, the paper was 
transferred to Jesse Mercer and was removed from Philadelphia to Wash- 
ington, Georgia. He associated with him Rev. William H. Stokes as as- 
sistant editor, upon whom rested the burden of the work. The paper was 
published in Washington from 1833 to 1840. 

Mercer felt that the paper should be owned by the Georgia Baptist 
Convention, and in 1840, he tendered the paper to the convention and 
the gift was accepted and moved from Washington to Penfield, Georgia, 
where Mercer University had been located. The Rev. William H. Stokes 
had been made editor and served until 1843, when Joseph S. Baker became 
his successor and served until the close of 1848. In 1849, the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Georgia Baptist Convention became responsible for 
the editing of the paper and elected Billington M. Sanders editor on 
January 25, 1849. J. F. Dagg succeeded Mr. Sanders in 1850, and T. D. 
Martin succeeded Mr. Dagg in 1856. 

In 1857 the paper was moved from Penfield to Macon and Joseph Wal- 
ker became editor in 1858. In 1860, Jesse M. Wood and H. C. Hornady 
succeeded Mr- Walker. A year lator, Samuel Boykin became editor and 
remained until May 8, 1861 when he and Rev. C. M. Irwin, of Albany, 
Georgia became owners and editors of the Index . They continued to pub- 
lish the paper until Macon fell to the Federal forces in 1865. In No- 
vember of that year, J. J. Toon of Atlanta, purchased the paper. Dr. 
Henry Holcombe Tucker was editor from January to July 1866, when he be- 
came president of Mercer University. Dr. William T. Brantly, Jr., edited 
the paper until January 1867, when Dr. David Shaver assumed the editor- 
ship, serving until September 1874. 

The paper was purchased in 1873 by the J. T. Harrison & Company, 
of Atlanta. Rev. David E. Butler succeeded Dr. Shaver as editor in 1874 
and served until October 1878, when Dr. H. H. Tucker again became editor. 
Dr. Tucker resigned in 1882, but in 1885 purchased the Index and became 
its editor for the third time, remaining in that capacity until 1892. 
In that year, J. C. McMichael acquired ownership of the paper and named 
Dr. I. R. Branham editor. Dr. Branham retired at the end of that year 
and Mr. McMichael took over management until 1895 at which time he passed 
away. For one year the paper ivas published by the ostate of Mr. McMi- 
chael and then sold to Dr. T. P= Bell, then associated with the Sunday 
School Board of Nashville. Dr. I, J. Van Ness was named editor until 
1900 when Dr. B. J. W. Graham became associated with Dr. Bell. In 1915, 
Dr. Graham purchased the paper and edited it until 1919 when it was sold 
to the Georgia Baptist Convention. 
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On January 1, 1920, Louie D. Newton was elected editor and served 
until November 1, 1929, when he resigned to become pastor of the Druid 
Hills Church, entry 52. In 1929 0. P. Gilbert accepted the post and has 
been its editor since that date. The first board of Directors of the 
paper under the new ownership of the convention was composed of F. C. 
McConnell, Charles W. Daniel, Arch C. Cree, W. H. Major, and Henry Alford 
Porter. The present board is composed of J. Ellis Sammons,J. C. Wilkin- 
son, F. S. Porter, J. B. Turner, Louie D. Newton, and James W. Merritt 
who is also treasurer. The contributing editors are Drs. George C. Gib- 
son, R. C. Gresham, R. Q. Leave 11, Louie D. Newton, and Mrs. Ben S. 
Thompson.

PRINCIPLES DEAR TO BAPTISTS 

The holy and loving God has the right to be sovereign. 

All souls have equal right to direct access to God. 

Voluntary submission to God; each soul a free agent, competent under God to 
become a child in His spiritual family. 

Each individual responsible to God. 

Salvation through faith alone. 

A converted church membership; repentance, regeneration and faith in God 
through Christ being essential. 

All believers have a right to equal privileges in the church. 

The inspiration of the Scriptures. 

The New Testament the sole and sufficient rule of faith and practice. 

Baptism follows repentance and belief. 

Immersion only is New Testament baptism, being a symbolic ordinance, typify- 
ing death to sin, burial and resurrection to a new life. 

The Lord's Supper is a memorial instituted by Jesus to be observed by His fol- 
lowers in remembrance of the giving of His body and the shedding of His blood for 
their salvation. 

Officers of the local church are pastor and deacons, called of and elected by the 
church. 

Individuality of the churches, democratic in government in accord with the 
New Testament, without control by ecclesiastics or other groups. 

Separation of church and state, with no control of state by church and no sup- 
port or control of the church by the state. 

The mission of the churches is to preach the Gospel, baptize believers, teaching 
them to observe Christ's demands, and to exemplify a family of God's children in 
this dispensation. 

The absolute Lordship of Christ and the greatest possible liberty for every indi- 
vidual and institution consistent therewith. 

Note: Due to the Baptist emphasis on religious liberty, no particu- 
lar statement of beliefs is held to bind all Baptists; the New Testament 
is accepted as the rule of faith and practice. The principles set forth above 
are not a Confession of Faith. The Georgia Baptist Convention has never 
had a binding Confession of Faith although some of the churches affili- 
ated with this convention have adopted Articles of Faith. No church 
would be refused admission to an association because of its failure to 
hold the principles set forth above. They are, however, generally held 
dear among the Missionary Baptists in Georgia.

The Baptist churches of Atlanta and vicinity were members of the 
Stone Mountain Association until November 1909. In that month messengers 
from thirty-eight churches in Atlanta met in the Sunday School room of 
the First Baptist Church, Atlanta and organized themselves into the 
Atlanta Association of Baptist Churches. This Association was formed 
principally to bring about the union and cooperation of the Baptist peo- 
ple in Atlanta and such contiguous suburbs as may be properly included 
in the judgment of this body. 

Its most specific objects are: (1) To bring into close and compact 
fellowship the energies of all the Baptist churches in the territory of 
the Association,- (2) To concentrate attention directly upon the city of 
Atlanta and the problem of its rapid growth from a Christian and Baptist 
standpoint; (3) To promote evangelism, church organization and church 
building in the territory of the Association through the cooperation of 
the churches of the Association; (4) To cooperate with other Associations 
and churches in the work of the Georgia Baptist Convention in fellowship 
with the Southern Baptist Convention, all the objects and purposes of 
which shall be held in a general way the objects and purposes of the As- 
sociation. 

There aro 78 active churches in the Association at the present time, 
65 in Fulton County, 11 in DeKalb County, and one each in Gwinnett and 
Cobb Counties. Annual reports are made to the Association by the churches 
in letters giving details of their work and accomplishments. 

The work of the Association is divided among the following depart- 
ments: Associational Executive Committee; Associational Missionary; As- 
sociational Baptist Training Unions; Sunday School Associations; and As- 
sociational Woman's Missionary Unions. 

The officers of the Association are elected by ballot and consist 
of a moderator, a vice -mode rat or, a clerk, who may have such assistance 
as the Association may provide for him; a treasurer, and an auditor. The 
present moderator is W. Lee Cutts, 515 Manford Rd., SW. ; vice -moderator, 
B. M. Callaway, Cox-Car lton Hotel; clerk-treasurer, H. E. Moody, 2715 
Peachtree Rd., NE.; and auditor, P. L. Bardin, William-Oliver Bldg. 

Not only is the Atlanta Association the largest of the associations 
of the State, but numerically it is the largest associational group of 
Baptists in the world. It reports for the year 1940, a church membership 
of 62,047; Sunday School enrollment of 44,431; Baptist Training Union, 
8,613; Woman's Missionary Union, 10,887; total church property valuation 
of $4,009,210.85; and gifts for all purposes, |760, 532.16.

Congregation organised in a log cabin in 1847. Worshipped there 
until 1895 when the present' structure located at same site, was com- 
pleted. Dedicated same year. Log cabin was used for class rooms until 
1938 when it was razed. Present building is frame, painted white; stone 
foundation; neat design; has stained glass windows. First settled pas- 
tor, Rev. T. A. Akins.

3. FIRST BAPTIST, 1848—, 754 Peachtree Street, N. E. 

Organized January 1, 184-8. Incorporated January 26, 1850. Consti- 
tuted by a presbytery composed of Rev. B. M. Sanders, Rev. John L. Dagg, 
and Rev. Parker M. Rice, with 17 charter members, in a school house 
where they hold services temporarily until Juno 5, 1848 when thoir first 
building was erected at northwest corner of Walton and Forsyth Streets. 
The congregation used for baptisms a pool supplied with 'water from the 
Walton Spring, corner Spring and James Streets, and from the hillsides 
overlooking the spring, the members witnessed the ceremonies. Prior to 
tho Civil War, negro slaves who were members, sat in the gallery. This 
church was badly damaged by shot and shell during General Sherman's siego 
of Atlanta in 1864 but nocessary repairs were soon made. 

A granite edifice of Colonial design was erected on same lot in 
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1869 and was used until 1900 when it was sold to the U. S. Government 
for a post-off ioe site. Congregation worshipped in Seago Hall on Forsyth 
Street near this site while church was being erected in 1869. A lot 
was purchased at corner of Peachtree and Cain Streets immediately and 
a granite structure of Norman-Gothic design erected. It was dedicated 
June 3, 1906 by Dr. J. B. Hawthorne who was an early pastor of this 
church. This church was used until 1928 when it was traded for the 
present four acre tract on Peachtree Street. Tifork was begun on January 
5, 1928 but church not completed until spring of 1930. The Lullwater 
Building, 447 West Peachtreo Street, was used for services while await- 
ing completion of this building. It was dedicated on Easter Sunday, 
April 27, 1930 and presided over by present pastor, Dr. Ellis A. Fuller. 
It is a red brick building of Colonial architecture, fireproof and air- 
conditioned; has 7 assembly rooms, social hall, dining room, parlor, 75 
class rooms and a great auditorium;total seating capacity 6,280 in whole 
plant. First settled clergyman, Rov. David Gonto Daniel, 1848-51.

4. SECOND-POITCE DE LEON BAPTIST (merger of SECOND BAPTIST, 1854- 
1932; PONCE DE LEON BAPTIST, 1904-32; Buckhead BAPTIST, 1911- 
30), 1854—, 2715 peachtree Road, IT. E. 

The Second Baptist was constituted on September 1, 1854 with 19 
constituent members who had been dismissed from the First Baptist, entry 
5, for the purpose of organizing a new church. Services were held several 
months in home of Dr. B. F. Bomar until basement of their first church 
was completed at corner Ifashington and Mitchell Streets. (Sec entry 9). 
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Rev. Charles M. Irwin was the first pastor, 1854. Structure was not en- 
tirely completed until 1858. This was the first brick church in Atlanta. 
It was used as a storehouse for dry goods and furniture during General 
Sherman's siege of Atlanta in 1864 and saved from heavy shell and fire 
through the influence of Father O'Reilly, a Catholic priest and friend 
of General Sherman. 

The building was razed in 1890 to make way for a new church. Con- 
gregation merged with the Ponce De Leon Baptist in 1932. The Ponce De 
Leon had previously been organized in October 1904 at corner of Piedmont 
and Ponce De Leon Avenues and remained at this location until 1930 when 
they decided to remove to the present Peachtree Road address. They had 
purchased this site in 1929. The Buckhead Baptist Church which was or- 
ganized in 1911, merged with the Ponce De Leon Baptist at this time. 
The Buckhead church was used for several months for worship while the 
first unit of the new Peachtree Road chruch was being erected in 1930. 

At time of merger in 1932 of Second Baptist and Ponce De Leon Bap- 
tist, they adopted present name. Building dedicated October 10, 1937. 
It is a four-story brick structure painted white; Georgian Colonial ar- 
chitecture; 70 rooms; spire rises 160 feet above ground level.

5. PROVIDENCE BAPTIST, 1856—, Cor. Mt. Vernon Road and Glenn 
Ridge Avenue, 1 mi. E. of Sandy Springs. 

There is a record of prayer services being held as early as 1834. 
Charter members mentioned are as follows: Joseph Walker and wife, Dru- 
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cilia; Abner philips and his wife, Nancy; and two Negro women slaves, 
one belonging to each family. First services were conducted by Solomon 
Peek. It was not until 1856 when the congregation was authoritatively 
organized and regular preaching begun under the leadership of Rev. B. 
Burkett, 1856-70. 

Their first church was completed in May 1856 and used until 1901 
when it became necessary to enlarge and remodel building to accomodate 
their membership. It is a frame structure painted white. On the ad- 
joining lot, a more modern edifice is now being constructed of Stone 
Mountain granite. Plans call for Sunday School rooms and a baptismal 
pool and a larger auditori\im. Windows will be of stained glass.

Place, Decatur - 

Congregation organized in 1861 in the Presbyterian church building 
at Church and Sycamore Streets. This building ^vas used for services 
until 1871 when the present lot was purchased and a one-room brick 
building erected thereon. By 1926, the congregation had grown consider- 
ably and they built the present edifice on same site. It is of cream 
brick, trimmed with stone; a large basement; has 5 memorial windows; 
Sunday School and office section of sandstone blocks. First settled 
pastor, Rev. T. A. Holmes, 1861-66.

The 
first constituent members asked for letters of dismissal from the Third 
Baptist and under the leadership of Dr. Len G. Brotighton, organized their 
congregation and held first services in a tent at corner of Luckie and 
Harris Streets (now Tabernacle Place). Two years later, a small frame 
structure was erected on same site and used until 1902 when a two-story 
brick building replaced the old church. 

In 1909 a lot was purchased at intersection of Bartow, Luckie and 
Nassau Streets where present tabernacle was completed in 1910. Dedicated

CONSTITUTION OF THE GEORGIA BAPTIST 
CONVENTION (Adopted 1919) 



Name and Object 



Section 1. The name of this body shall be the Baptist Convention 
of the State of Georgia 

Section 2. The object of this Convention shall be to furnish a me- 
dium of cooperation for the Baptist churches of Georgia in their divinely 
commissioned work of missions, education, and benevolence. 

II. Membership 

Section 1. This body shall be composed of messengers from regular 
Baptist churches and Associations, in harmony and cooperation with the 
work and purpose of this Convention. 

Section 2, Each church shall be entitled to two messengers and one 
additional messenger for each $50.00 contributed to the funds of the 
Convention; but in no case shall any church be entitled to more than 
eight messengers, 

Section 5. Each Association shall be entitled to five messengers. 

III. Meeting 

Section 1. The Convention shall meet at least once each year, the 
time and place to be fixed either by the Convention or the Executive 
Committee . 

IV. Powers 

Section 1. This Convention shall never attempt to exercise author- 
ity over any church, but shall always cheerfully recognize and uphoh the 
sovereignty under Christ of the Churches , 

Section 2, All funds entrusted to the Convention or to any of its 
boards or agents shall be strictly applied according to the expressed 
will and direction of the donors. 

V. Officers 

Section 1. The officers of this Convention shall be a President., 
four Vice-Presidents a Secretary and a Treasurer who shall be elected 
by ballot at each annual meeting, and who shall hold their offices until 
their successors are elected. Their duties shall be those usually dis- 
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Boards and Commissions 



charged by such officers. No person shall serve as President more than 
three years . 

VI. Boards and Commissions 

Section 1. An Executive Committee of this Convention shall be cho- 
sen by the Convention, and shall consist of the officers of the Conven- 
tion ex officio, the President of the Georgia Baptist Sunday School Con- 
vention, the President of the Baptist Training Union, the' President of 
the Woman's Missionary Union, the President of the Baptist Student Union, 
and the President of the Brotherhood, ex officio, and forty-five mem- 
bers from the state at large, one fifth of whom shall be elected to hold 
office for one year, one-fifth for two years, one-fifth for three years, 
one-fifth for four years and one-fifth for five years. The vacancies 
as the terms expire shall be filled for terms of five years. No one con- 
nected in any way with any institution fostered by this Convention shall 
be eligible for membership on this Committee. No member of the Committee 
shall be eligible for re-election after the expiration of his term of 
service until he has been in retirement from the Committee for at least 
one year. 



Sec. 2. The Executive Committee (or Board) shall have charge and 
control, except when otherwise directed by the Convention, of all work 
of the Convention, including Missions, Education, and benevolences, in 
the interim between sessions of the Convention. No member of the Exe- 
cutive Committee shall have any official connection with any of the in- 
stitutions whose work it fosters. 

(a) lien an unforeseen emergency occurs in any of the affairs of the 
Convention, or in any of the interests it controls, that, in the judg- 
ment of the Executive Committee, required action before the next session 
of the Convention, the Executive Committee in that case shall have full 
authority to take such. action as it thinks w'll be best in the interim, 
and all parties will be bound by its action, provided (l) that it must 
report to the next session of the Convention all the facts in each case 
and what action it took: and provided (2) that whatever action it takes 
in such cases will be binding only until the next session of the Conven- 
tion; and provided (3) that nothing in this article shall be construed 
as giving the Executive Committee authority over any matters already 
committed by the Convention to any of its Boards of Trustees, unless 
such boards decline to act. 

(b) The Executive Committee shall have authority to fill all va- 
cancies that occur in its membership between the sessions of the Conven- 
tion from any cause, provided that those who are s"o elected by the Com- 
mittee shall hold office only until the session of the next Convention, 
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when the vacancies shall be filled by the Convention itself, in the man- 
ner provided by its laws. 

Sec. 3. The Convention shall appoint a Holding Commission, con- 
sisting of seven members, which shall hold in trust and manage all the 
properties, annuities, trusts, and invested funds of the Convention and 
of the different institutions fostered by the Convention, guarding well 
any legal points involved in the terms of bequests or special donations, 
making an itemized statement of all the property it holds for each in- 
stitution, how it is invested, and what sums it has paid to each during 
the year. No member of the Holding Commission shall have any official 
connection with any of the institutions whose property it holds, provided, 
however, that the members of the Holding Commission may be ex officio 
members of the Boards of Trustees of tho institutions whose properties 
they hold, especially for the purpose of holding said properties. 

VII. Ame ndme nt s 

Sec. 1. This constitution may be amended at any regular session 
by the vote of two-thirds of the messengers present and voting at the 
time; provided, that no amendment shall be made later than the second 
day of the Convention, and further that notice of the proposed change 
has been given in writing to the Convention or in the State paper ninety 
days before meeting. 
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Sen. 1. At each meeting of this Convention, the President shall 
appoint a committee of ten, whose duty it shall be to nominate to the 
Convention all Boards, Commissions and Committees chosen by the Conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 2. All Boards, Commissions and Committees of the Convention 
shall cause to be embraced in their reports of finance the usual "Balance 
Sheet", accompanied by an audit, and a budget of estimated income and 
expenditure for the ensuing year. 

Sec. 3. The Boards and other like bodies belonging to the Conven- 
tion and under its control shall have their Treasurers placed under bond. 
Every Auditing Committee of a Treasurer's account shall report as to the 
validity of his bond. 

Sec. 4. No recommendations shall ever be embodied in any reports 
made to this Convention by any agent, secretary, or other officer of any 
Board or like body, which, if received and adopted, will modify or amend 
any item ofthe Constitution, By-laws or Standing Resolutions of the Con- 
vention. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee is directed in the beginning of 
each Convention year to make a definite agreement with the different 
Boards and interests for which it collects money, as to what amount it 
shall charge each of these Boards and interests for collecting and for- 
warding its money. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Committee or Order of Business 
to provide for the consideration of any proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 

Sec, 7. These By-laws may be altered at any annual meeting by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting, notice of the proposed 
change having been given in the State paper at least thirty days before 
the Convention. 



CONSTITUTION OF 
THE ATLANTA ASSOCIATION OF BAPTIST CHURCHES 



This body shall be styled "The Atlanta Association of Baptist 
Churches" . 

II. 

The general object of this Association is to facilitate the union 
and cooperation of the Baptist people in Atlanta and its suburbs, in 
such immediately contiguous territory as may be properly included, in 
the judgment of the Association. 

Its most specific objects are: 

To bring into close and compact fellowship the energies of all the 
Baptist churches in the territory of the Association. 

To concentrate attention directly upon the city of Atlanta and the 
problem of its rapid growth from a Christian and Baptist standpoint. 

To promote evangelism, church organization and church building in 
the territory of the Association through the cooperation of the churches 
of the Association, 

To cooperate with other Associations and churches in the work of 
the Georgia Baptist Convention in fellowship with the Southern Baptist 
Convention, all the objects and purposes of which shall be held in a 
general way the objects and purposes of the Association. 

III. 

The membership of the Association shall consist of messengers from 
the churches regularly affiliated with the Association. New churches de- 
siring affiliation with the Association will present proper petitions, 
accompanied by satisfactory evidences of doctrinal regularity and gen- 
eral acceptability. New groups of Baptists in the territory of the As- 
sociation desiring to organize themselves into Baptist churches, with a 
view of petitioning for membership in this Association, will be request- 
ed to confer with the Executive Committee and to secure the Committee's 
approval and cooperation in the proposed organization and location of 
such churches, and churches of the Association contemplating removal 
to new locations within the bounds of the body are requested to confer 
with the Executive Committee to secure the counsel and cooperation of 
that committee. 
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IV. 

The Association shall hold its sessions annually, beginning on Tues- 
day after the third Sunday in October, at such place as the Association 
shall itself appoint; the Executive Committee, however, shall be author- 
ized to make such changes in either time or place of meeting, or both, 
as may best serve the interest of the Association. 

V. 

The officers of the Association shall be elected by ballot and 
shall consist of a Moderator, a Vice-Moderator, a Clerk, who mav have 
such assistance as the Association may provide for himj a Treasurer, and 
an Auditor. The Moderator and the Vice-Moderator shall not be elected 
for more than two years in succession, but this restriction shall not 
apply in the case of other officers . The Moderator and Vice-Moderator 
shall be elected on the closing day of each annual session of the Asso- 
ciation, to serve until their successors are elected. The of ' ices of the 
Clerk and Treasurer may be held by the same person. 

VI. 

Each church of the Association and each regularly constituted mis- 
sion shall be entitled to six (6) Messengers without reference to its 
numerical strength and an additional Messenger for every fifty (50) mem- 
bers, or fraction thereof after it has passed a membership of three hun- 
dred (300); provided, that no church shall be allowed more than thirty- 
five (35) Messengers as members of this Association participating in 
its sessions. 

VII, 

It is further provided that regularly ordained ministers of the 
Gospel residing within or holding pastorates within the boundaries of 
the Association shall be entitled to all the courtesies and privileges 
of the floor of the Association but without the right to vote except 
when they have been regularly named as Messengers in the quota allowed 
each church. 

VIII. 

The Association shall elect an Executive Committee, which shall be 
nominated by a special committee appointed for that purpose by the Mod- 
erator. 

The Executive Committee shall be composed of the Moderator of the 
Association, the Vice-Moderator of the Association, the Superintendent 
of the Atlanta Baptist Sunday School Association, the Superintendent of 
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the Atlanta W. M. U. Association, the President of the Atlanta B. T. U. 
Association, the Clerk of the Association, the treasurer of the Associ* 
ation, sixteen pastors, eight laymen, and eight women, who shall be e- 
lected for the following terms j Four pastors for a term of one year, four 
pastors for a term of two years, four pastors for a term of three years, 
four pastors for a term of four years; two laymen for a term of one 
year- two laymen for a term of two years, two laymen for a term of three 
years, and two laymen for a term of four years; two women for a term of 
one year, two women fofc* a term of two years, two women for a term, of 
three years, and two women for a term of four years. After the plan has 
become operative, election shall be for a term of four years, except in 
the case Of election of a member to fill an unexpired term. No person 
shall be eligible for re-election to membership on the Committee until 
one year's time has elapsed. (This not to apply to the fixed members 
of tho Committee who hold membership by virtue of election to one of the 
offices specifically mentioned in this paragraph). 

The Executive Committee shall be organized each year with the fol- 
lowing officers: Chairman,who shall be the Moderator of the Association; 
Vice-Chairman, who shall be the Vice-Moderator of the Association; Treas- 
urer,who shall be the Treasurer of the Association; and Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the Clerk of the Association. 

The Executive Committee shall be charged with the responsibility 
of administering the interests of the Afisociation in the interim be- 
tween the sessions, as follows: 

1, The Executive Committee shall be charged with the duty of main- 
taining a vigilant interest in Baptist affairs within the territory of 
the Association and specifically with the duty of directing a program of 
evangelization and church extension through the employment of such agen- 
cies as the Association may direct. 

2, To the Executive Committee shall be delegated the authority of 
appealing to the churches of the Associ. ation for contributions to carry 
on such work, under the direction of the Afisociation, 

3, The Executive Committee shall be divided into the following 
standing committees: 

W. M. U. Work 

Sunday School Work 

Baptist Training Union Work 

Stewardship and Evangelism 

Church Extension and Pastoral Aid 

Student Work. 
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(By action of the Association at the 1939 session, the Executive 
Committee was authorized to appoint such additional committees as it 
may deem wise for the proper and efficient prosecution of our associa- 
tional program, and also to correlate the work of existing committees 
in the interest of efficiency) , 

4. The Executive Committee shall hold monthly meetings at which 
time reports (preferably in writing) from the standing committees shall 
be made . 

5. Each department of associational work shall advise with the 
Executive Committee as a whole in establishing its policies and making 
its programs . 

6. The Chairman of the Executive Committee arid the Chairmen of the 
various standing committees shall prepare a budget, including all expend- 
itures of all unincorporated departments of the work, and submit same to 
the Executive Committee each year at its last meeting before the annual 
meeting of the Association, and the budget shall be included among the 
recommendations of the Executive Committee to the Association, 

7. Members of the Executive Committee who are absent from three 
consecutive regular monthly meetings without rendering an acceptable 
excuse shall be automatically dropped from the Committee and the Execu- 
tive Committee is authorized to fill the vacancies, 

8. The Executive Committee is empowered to fill any vacancies 
which may occur in its membership during the year. 

IX. 

The Moderator of the Association shall appoint at each session one 
year in advance, either personally or through a committee, the commit- 
tees who are to present written reports on the various objects fostered 
by the Association; also the committees on application for membership 
and Dismission; Plaoe of Next Meeting; Nominations. 

X. 

The doctrinal statement representing in general the Biblical be- 
liefs of the Baptists constituting this Association, as its ground of 
common faith and practice, shall be the declaration contained in what 
is known as "The Seminary Creed". 

XI. 

The Parliamentary law in the government of the Association shall be 
that known as "Mell'a Parliamentary Practice". 
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XII. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended at any session of the 
body by a vote of two-thirds of the registered messengers present. 



BY-LAWS OF THE ATLANTA ASSOCIATION OF BAPTISTS 

1. The fiscal year shall run from October 1st to September 30th 
and all reports shall conform to the dates of the fiscal year. 

2. The Clerk of the Association is instructed to send blank forms 
of reports to the Clerk of each church, with a letter of information 
and the request that churches, desiring to report their statistics to 
the Association to be printed in the Minutes, shall carefully fill out 
said reports, and return the same to the Clerk of the Association within 
five days after October 1st. 

3. The Clerk of the Association is instructed to prepare an ex- 
hibit of statistics reporting the work of the churches for the year just 
ended. The Executive Committee is authorized to make appropriation to 
cover the special expenses of printing and postage and necessary cleri- 
cal assistance in preparing the exhibit for the Association. 

4. Churches having a membership fewer than 100 are asked to con- 
tribute $2.50 toward the expense of printing the Minutes and other in- 
cidental expenses; those having between 100 and 250 members, $5.00; 
those with between 250 and 600, $10.00; those with over 600, $15.00. 

5. The Atlanta Association adopts the Schedule Appeal plan of the 
State Convention, as set forth by the Convention's Committee on cooper- 
ation; the Executive Committee of the Association is directed to appor- 
tion among our churches the amount asked of us by the Committee on coop- 
eration, and the committee is to make an additional apportionment for 
Associational Missions. The exhibit of apportionments shall be given a 
conspicuous place in the Minutes of the Association. 

6. The report of the Executive Secretary is to be included in and 
made a part of the report of the Executive Committee. 

7. The Standing Committees of the Association shall be the follow- 
ing: 

Committee on Associational Work 
Committee on Convention Fissions 
Committee on Education 
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Committee on Benevolent Institutions and Social Service 
Committee on Order of Business. 

The Executive Committee shall constitute the Committee on Associa- 
tional Work; and the Moderator and the Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee shall be members of the Committee on Order of Business. 

The reports of these committees, except on Associational Vfork and 
Order of Business, shall be limited to a maximum of eighteen hundred 
words . 

8. The Committee on Nominations shall report nominations for the 
Executive Committee and for representatives to Georgia, and Southern 
Baptist Conventions.
